DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgments 

1 . This office action is in response to the after-final amendment filed on 2/7/2008. 

2. In the after-final amendment the applicant cancelled claims 2 and 1 9 which were 
previously objected to for depending from a rejected base claim but are otherwise 
considered allowable on the merits and incorporated the claims in full into independent 
claims 1 and 16. 

3. Thus, claims 1, 4, 6-7, 11-14, 16-18, 20-27 are pending for examination. 

Allowance 

4. Claims 1,4, 6-7, 11-14, 16-18, 20-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including a transdermal delivery system having 
a carrier layer having one or more electrodes, a reservoir formed by a contact adhesive 
and provided stacked between the carrier layer and one or more counter electrodes, 
wherein the one or more electrodes of the carrier layer are arranged to form one or 
more electrode networks each having a plurality of individual electrodes.
